It Is Believed Harriman Pro- 
vided for Children in Gifts 
Out of Hand and Trust Funds 
Set Aside During His Life- 
time---Briefest Will on Record 
for Disposal of Such an Estate 


New York, September 16.—A hundred 
brief words, weighted each with ap- 
proximately $1,000,000, and containing 
in their entirety the last testament of 
E. H. Harriman, make his widow, Mary 
Averell Harriman, one of the wealth- 
lest women in the world. It is, per- 
haps, the briefest will on record for the 
disposal of an estate of such magni- 
tude. <All his property is left Mrs. 
Harriman. ° 

Wall street estimates that Mrs. Har- 
riman will inherit in realty and per- 
sonal property between $75,900,000 and 


$100.000,.000. 
Provided for Childrek. 

Mr. Harriman’s private fortune 
supposed to have been ereater than this 
by many millions, but there is reason 
to believe that his unmarried daugh- 
ters, Mary and Carol, his married 
daughter, Mrs. Robert Livingstone 
Gerry. and his two sons, William Av- 
erell and Roland, a boy of 14, together 
with his surviving sister, Mrs. Simons, 
and other relatives, have all been sub- 
stantialiv provided for in gifts out of 
hand and trust funds set aside by Mr. 
Harriman during his lifetime. 

The will is dated June 8, 1903, and Is 
witnessed by Charles A. Peabody, pres- 
ident of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. who drew it, and C. C, Tege- 
thoff.” Mr. Peabody wus Mr. Harri- 
man’s close personal friend, and was 
frequently a caller at Arden House dur- 
ing his last iliness. He relinquished 
a law practice commonly estimated at 
worth $100.000 a year to assume, at a 
smaller galary, the executive direction 
of a company in which Mr. Harriman 
was heavily interested. Mr. Tegethoff 
was Mr. Harriman’s persona?! secretary. 

She Brought Husband Atd. 

Mrs. Hariman was Miss Mary Averell, 
daugiiter of W. J. Averell, a wealthy 
banker of Rochester, N. Y.. who made 
his money in the Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg railway Company. She 
brought her husband financial aid in 
his early struggles in the market, 
when aid was most valuable to him. He 
never needed it again. for his adminis- 
trative ability soon won him the sup- 
port of lilun, Hoen & Co.. the National 
City bank and the powerful Standard 
Ol clique. Their thirty-six years of 
married life has always been said to 
have been ideally happy.

Anyone who fails to buy cotton now 
will regret the profit lost in a very 
short time now. The demand of the 
spinning world is for 13,500,000 bales, 
and with the short crop, and a poor 
one, too, the demand is bound to ex- 
ceed the supply, and up goes the price. 

‘In connection with a work which I 


am planning—of great economic value 
to the cottontproducing states of the 
south—I am making a personal visit 
to our agents in the south to have a 
face-to-face talk with them in regard 
to the reports of a poor crop which 
they made. I left Washington City Sat- 
urday, and went direct to Memphis, 
where I met seventeen of these cotton 
statistical experts, who reported in 
person on the cotton grop conditions in 
Texas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Tennessee. I spent two 
days there with them. I arrived in 
Atlanta Wednesday night, and have 
seen four men during the day who re- 
port on Georgia. They say that up to 
three weeks ago southwest Georgia

section. These conditions have deterie- 
rated on account of the drouth in the 
last three weeks. 

“I go to Columbia, 8. C., tonight, and 
then to Greenville and back to Wash- 
ington. In all my life I have not seen 
the conditions as they are today. UEs- 
pecially in this true west of the river. 
The lack of winter rains, the excessive 
drouth of the spring in Texas and the 
scalding winds of August have dried 
up the crop. What is true of Texas 
is also true of.Arkansas. fF have been 
over Tennessee, a part of Alabama and 
a part of Georgia. I have seen cattle 
in the ficld where there was more 
grass than cotton. 

“Great trees have been shriveled 
on account of the heat. 

“It was hard to believe these facts 
until investigated. 

“You mark my prediction, the crop 
is short and the price is going up.”

ROUTE TAKEN BY COOK 
ONE NEVER BEFORE TRIED 


By Every Other Route Strong Efforts Have Been 
Made to Reach Pole and Have Failed--So Dr. 
Cook Ventured Over an Unknown Course. 


ESKIMOS WERE CHOSEN FOR THE DASH 
BECAUSE OF PHYSICAL HARDIHOOD 


Inured to the Rigors of the Arctic Regions, Dr. Cook Knew That 
Natives Would Be of More Assistance Than White Men, So He 
Declined to Allow Captain Bartlett and Others’ Who Vol- 
unteered to Accompany Him—Third Installment of 


Story in Sunday’s Paper. 


(SYNOPSIS OF FIRST INSTALLMENT.—In the first installment of his thrill- 
ing story, “The Conquest of the Pole.” printed in The Constitution of Wednes- 
dey, September 15, Dr. Frederick A. Cook told of the start from Gloucester on 
tie Bradley: of the voyage to the polar seas, and of the overhauling en route 
of the equipment needed for the dash to the Pole. 

In a graphic manner the discoverer wrote a story of Eskimo life that never 
has been excelled for human interest. He told of the homelife, the tragedy 
and comedy that mingle in the dreary existence of the dwellers in the-Arctic, and 
of the childlike dagerness of the natives to trade their valuable furs and ivories 


for the simplest things of civilization. 

The yacht, her owner. Mr. John R. Bradley, the explorer and his party were 
pictured in their preliminary work for the final dash. 

Finally. after describing the various places visited in Greenland in search 
of guides, and information as to conditions further north, Dr. Cook wrote of the 
trip across Inglefield gulf, past Cape Auckland and on toward Cape Robertson. 

Here the discoverer clo@ed the first part of his narrative, with Etah and 
Annotook, the last points of call, looming in the icy distance.)

_ We awoke off.Cape Robertgqn and. wept ashore before..heeakfast. The | 
coast here rises sdudenly to an altitude of 2,000 feet, and is crowned 
with an ice cap. It is picturesque enough. Large bays, blue gtaciai 
walls and prominent headlands offer a pleasing variety, but it is much like 


the coast of all Greenland. 


and rocks, providing a resting place for the little auk in millions. These , 
little birds ‘darted from the cliff to the sea. Rather rich, grassy verdure 
also offered an oasis for the Arctic hare, while the blue flox found life easy 
here, for he could fili his winter den with fat feathered creatures. 

The Eskimo profits by the combination and pitches his camp at the 
foot of the cliffs, for the chase on sea is nearly as good here as in other 
places, while land creatures literally tumble into his larder. 

As we approached the shore ten men, nine women, thirty-one children 
and one hundred and six dogs came out to meet us. I count the children 
and dogs, for they are equally important in Eskimo economy. The latter 
are by far the most important to the average Caucasian in the Arctic. 

Only small game had fallen to the Eskimos’ lot, but they were eager to 
venture out with us ‘after big game. At last Mr. Bradley had found a 
suitable retinue of native guides, and we were not long in arranging a 
compact. 

Free passage, the good graces of the cook and a knife each were to be 
their pay. A caribou hunt was not sufficiently novel to merit a return to 
Olricks Bay, where intelligent effort is always rewarded, but it was hoped 
we might get a hunt at Kookaan, near the head of Robertson Bay. 


A TOWN COMPOSED OF JUST FOUR TENTS 


This venture, however, failed, though it gave us .an interesting chase 
about dangerous waters in a violent gale. We returned to the igloo to do 
homing, paid off our guides, made presents. to their women and children and 
set sail for Etah. 

Clearing weather after the storm afforded delightful yachting weather. 
A fairly strong off-shore wind filled the big wings of canvas. The cool air 
was bracing, while the bright sun threw glittering smiles from slant to slent. 
The seaman forward sang of the delights of fisher-folk. A phonograph sent 
music, tlassical and otherwise, into the Arctic air from the cabin. At table 
there was a kind of continuous performance with a steady hand and recep- 
tive stomach. 

' During two diys of stormy discomfort several important meals had been 
willingly missed. But in the Arctic accounts must be squared as quickly 
as possible. Here were the joys of civilization, health and regreation in a 
new wilderness, all combined in the composite adventures of cruising in 
Arctic seas. 

On the following morning we passed Cape Alexander, and entered Smith 
sound. Half a gale came from the sea as we entered Foulke-Fjord. The 
town of Etch was composed of four tents, which for this season had been 
pitched beside a small stream, just ins‘de of the first projecting point on the 


Inside this point there was sheltered water to land the Eskimos’ kayaks. 

It also made a good harbor for the yacht. It is possible in favorable 
seasons to push through Smith sound, over Kane Basin, into Kennedy (han- 
nel, but the experiment is always at the risk of the vessel. 


ETAH NOTABLE AS STAMPING GROUND 
OF KANE AND HAYES, ARCTIC EXPLORERS 


There was Do special reason for us to hazard life; therefore, the 
yacht was here prepared for the return voyage. This was to consume sey- 
eral days, and we sought to occupy the time in exploration and sport. 

The vicinity of Etab ig notable as the stamping ground of Dr. Kane and 
Dr. Hayes in the middle of the last century,. There were no unexplored 
spots in the neighborhood, but there was a good deal of game near. Be- 
fore we landed we watclied the Eskimos barpoon a white whale.

COUNTRY IS DISGRACED 


BY TRIALS OF CRIMINALS 


‘Taft Points Out the Various 


Ways in Which Justice Is 
Cheated and Costs Piled Up. 
He Would Abolish Fee Sys- 
tem --- How Poor Man Is In- 
jured by Present Conditions. 


Chicago, September 16—Speakinge 
with great earnestness to a mass meet- 
ing in Orchestra hall tonight, President 
| Taft declared that no question befote 
the American people today is more im- 
portant than the improvement of the 
administration of justice, and an- 
nounced his intention of recommend- 
ing to congress the appointment of a 
commission to take up the question of 
the laws delaying the federal courts. 
The president said he hoped that the 
report of this commission, when ren- 
dered, would serve also as a guide to 
the states of the union in effecting rem- 
edial legislation. 

Uproartous Greeting. 

The president, at the end of a day of 
sight-seeing, of baseball, of receptions 
and dining, received an uproarious 
jgTreeting when he reached. Orchestra 
hall tonight to make the only set 
speech of his stay in Chicago. Recall- 
ing that it was in this same hall, dur. 
ing the campaign of a vear ago, that 
he faced an audience of more than 
eighteen hundred working men, and 


, made one of the crucial addresses of 
‘his candidacy, the president assured 
hig hearers that he had not forgotten 
his campaign promises and the plat- 
form declarations of his party. 

Mr. Taft devoted the entire first part 
of his speech te the subject of labor, 
and said hée intended to réetémmMend te 
congress in his first message legislation 
to carry out the platform promise ag to 
injunctions—that no injunction or ree 
straining order should be issued with- 
out notice except where irreparable in- 
jury would result from delay, in, which 
case a speedy hearing should be 
granted. 

The president declared anew his bee 
Mef in organized labor, and congratu- 
lated the leaders of the movement that 
“they have set their faces Hke flint 
against the doctrines of socialism.” 

The president frequently was inter- 
rupted with cheers. . 

Taft en Laber U sions. 

He said in part: 

“I do not think trades unionism 
was greatiy aided by the attempt to 
drag ali organized labor into politics, 
|and to induce it to vote one wav, but 
that cces not prevent my placing a 
proper estimate on the immense good 
for labor in general which its organ- 
ization and its efforts to secure higher 
wages have accomplished. 

“Nothing I have said or shall say 
should be construed into an attitude 
of criticism against, or unfriendliness 
to those workingmen who for any 
reason do not join unions. Their right 
to labor for such wages as they choose 
to accept is sacred and any lawless 
invasion of that right cannot be teo 
severely condemned. 

“The effect of organized labor upon 
such abuses as the employment of 
child labor, as the exposure of la- 
borers to undue risk in dangeroys 
employments, to the continuance of 
unjust rules of law, exempting em- 
Ployers from liability for accidents to 
laborers, has been direct, immediate 
and useful. 

“There is one thing to be said in 
respect to American trades unionism 
that its critics are not generally alive 
to. Those who are now in active con- 
trol of the Federation of Labor and all

“Our friends of the great unions at 
times complain of our courts, more, per- 
haps, because of the decisions in in- 
junction cases than for anything else, 
but when the subject of courts si men- 
tioned it suggests to me a larger field 
for complaint and reform in which all 
citizens are interested and have a right 
to be heard. 

“There is no subject on which I feel 
£0 deeply as upon the necessity for re- 
form in the administration of both 
civil and criminal law. 

“To sum it all up in one phrase, the 
difficuity in both is undue delay. It 
is not too much to say that the ad- 
ministration of criminal law in this 
country is a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion, and that the prevalence of crime 
and fraud. which here is greatly in 
excess of that in the European coun- 
tries, is due largely to the failure of 
the law and its administration to bring 
criminals to justice. 1 am sure that 
tauls failure is not due to corruption of 
officials. It ts not due to their negli- 
gence or laziness, though, of course, 
there may be both in some cases; but 
it is chiefly due to the system against 
which it is impossible for an earnest 
prosecutor and an efficient judge to 
struggle. We inherited our system of 
criminal prosecutions and the constitu- 
tional provisions for protection of 
the accused in his trial from 
England and her laws. We § in- 
herited from her the jury trial. . All 
these limitations and the jury system 
still are maintained in England, but 
they have not interfered with an ef- 
fective prosecution of criminals and 
their punishment. There has not been 
undue delay in English criminal courts. 


Judge Shorn of Power Here. 

“In this country we have generally 
altered the relation of the judge to 
the jury. In England the judge con- 
trols the trial, controls the lawyers, 
keeps them to relevant and proper ar- 
gument, aids the jury in its considera- 
of facts, and the lawyers in the con- 
duction of the case are made to feel 
that they have an obligation, not only 
to the client, but to the court and to 
the public-at-large, not to abuse their 
office in such a way as unduly to 
lengthen the trial. In this country 
there seems to have been on the part 
of all state legislatures a fear of the 
judge and not of the jury, and the 
power which is exercised in an Eng- 
lish court has, by legislation, been re- 
duced from time to time, until now, 
and this is especiallv true in western 
states, where he has hardly more pow- 
er than the moderator in a religious 
assembly. The tendency of legislation 
is to throw the reins on the back of 
the jury and to let them follow their 
own sweet will, influenced by all the 
arts of counsel for the defendant in 
leading them away from the real point 
at issue and in awakening their emo- 
tions of pity for the defendant in for- 
getfulness of the wrongs of the prose- 
cuting witness, or it may be of the de- 
ceased, and of the rights of society to 
be protected against crime; and all 
these defects are emphasized in the de- 
lays which occur in the trials—-delays 
made necessary because the trials take 
so great a time. A murder case in 
isngland wil) be disposed of in a day 
or two days, that here will take three 
weeks or a month, and no one can 
say, after an examination of the record 
in England, that the rights of the de- 
fendant have not been preserved and 
that justice has not been done. 
-“Cgunsel are not permitted there to 
mouse through the record to find er- 
rors that in the trial! seemed of little 
account. but that are developed oe 

justices in the court of apveal. 
eather defect of our procedure. 
No criminal] ts content with a judg- 
ment of the court below, and well may 
he not be, hecause the record of re- 
versals is so great as to encourage it 
in every case and to hang important 
judgements in appellate proceedings 
sometimes for years. 

“T don’t know when the reforms are 
to be brought about in this country. 
Untik.our people shall become fully 
aware and in some concrete way be 
made to suffer.from the escape of 
criminals from just judgment in this 
-eountry the system mav continue. 
Give Judges More Power. 

“One of the methods by which 
could be remedied, in some esr tage oe 
to give judges more power in the (rit 
of criminal cases and enable them = 
aid the ury in its consideration of sere 
and to exercise more control over — 
arguments that counsel see -fit to ad- 
vance. Judges, and especially judges 
who are elected, ought not to be ng 
treated by the people. A judgeship . 
a great office and the man who ees 
it should exercise great power and he 
ought to he allowed to exercise that _ 
@ trial by jury. Then, it is undoubtedly 
true, that in England, lawyers in the 
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t of their cases fee! much more, 
aes chenect much more, their obliga- 
tions to assist the court in administer- 
ing justice and restrain themselves from 
adopting the desperate and extreme 
methods for ——— American lawyers 

ever applaudea, 
ee The trial here is a game in which 
the advantage is with the criminal, and 
if he wins, he seems to have the 8sym- 
pathy of a sporting public. 

“But reform in our criminal proceed- 
ure is not the only reform that we 
ought to have in our courts. On the 
civil side of the courts there is undue 
delay. and this always works for the 
benefit of the man with the longest 
purse. The employment of laweyrs and 
the payment of costs all become more 
expensive as the litigation is extende4. 
Tt used. to be thought that a system 
hy which cases involving small amounts 
could be carried to the supreme court, 
through two or three’ courts of inter- 
‘mediate appeal, was a perfect system, 
because it gave the poor man the same 
right to go to the supreme court as @ 
vieh man. Nothing is further from the 


truth.

As we rushed

we were bent on enjoying the quiet 
sport of motorboating. 

Arrival at Annotook. 

As we passed the sharp of 
Cairn Point we located nine tents in @ 
small bay under Cape Inglefield. 

“Look: there is Annotook,” said Tun- 
gan, our native vuide. 

Looking up Smith sound, we noted 
that the entire channel beyond was 
blocked with a jam of hard blue ice. 
The northernmost limit of motorboat- 
ing had been reached. A perpendicular 
cliff served as a pier to which to fasten 
the boat. Here it could rise and fall 
with the tide, and the drifting ice did 
not give much trouble. | 

A diligent exploration of the town 
disclosed the fact that we had reached 
not only the northernmost town, but 
the most prosperous settlement of the 
Greenland shore. The best hunters had 
gathered here for the winter bear 
hunt. Their game watch had beén very 
lucky. Immense catches of meat were 
strewn along the shore. More than a 
hundred dogs voiced the hunt force, 
with which Eskimo prosperity is meas- 
ured. and twelve long-haired wild men 
came out to meet us as friends. 

The wealth in food and furs in this 
place fixed my determination on this 
spot as a base for the polar dash. We 
were standing at a pojnt within 700 
miles of the Pole. The strongest force 
of men, the best teams of dogs and an 
unlimited supply of food, combined 
with the equipment on board the yacht, 
formed an ideal plant from which to 
work out the campaign. The seeming 
hopelessnegs of the task had a kind of 
weird fascipation for me. 

Many vears of schooling in the polar 
zones and mountaineering would serve 
a useful purpose. 

Conditions Right for Dash. 

Here was my chance. Here was 
everything necessary, conveniently 
placed within the polar gateways. The 
problem was discussed with my col- 
league. Mr. Bradley generously volun- 
teered to land from the yacht the fuel, 
food and other supplies we had pro- 
vided for local use. There was abund- 
ant trading material to serve as money. 

Mv own equipment aboard for sledge 
traveling could be made to serve every 
purpose in the enterprise. The possi- 
ble combination left absolutely noth- 
ing to be desired to insure success. 

Qnly, good health, endurable weather 
and workable icé were necessary. The 
expenditure of a million dollars could 
have placed any expedition at a 
better advantage. The opportunity was 
too good to be lost. We, therefore, re- 
turned to Etah to prepare for the new 
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quest. 

Strong efforts had been made _ to 
the Pole from every available 
quarter. Only the angle between Alas- 
ka and Greenland had been left un- 
tried. In our prospectiye venture we 
aimed to pierce this part of the globe. 

If we failed in Gur main effort we 
would at least make a track over a 
blank spot. With .the resources for 
transportation which the Eskimos of- 
fered, I hoped to carry ample supplies 
over Ellesmere Land, and along the 
west coast ef the-xame land. 

There was reason to suppose that we 
would avoid the troublesome pack agi- 
fated by the Greenland currents. The 
Eskimos were willing to trust to the 
game resources of this region to feed 
gnd fire the expedition en route to the 
land’s end. 

Splendid Advantages Offered. 

If their faith proved correct it 
fered me a series of advantages 
nied to ever other leader of polar 
peditions, for the movement would 
onlv be supplied at the expense of she 
) it exweored, but men and 
taken to the battie- 
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limiting the appeals in cases involving 
amounts of money so that there 
shall. be a nnal decision in the lawer 
court, an opportunity is given to the 
poor litigant to secure a judgment in 
time to enjoy it and not after he has 
exhausted all his resources in litigat- 
ing to the supreme court. 

“Tl am a lawyer and admire my pro- 
fession, but | must admit that we have 
had too many lawyers in legislating on 
legal procedure, and they have been 
prone to think that litigants were 
made for the-purpose of furnishing 
business to courts and lawyers, and 
not courts and lawyers for the benefit 
of the people and litigants. More than 
this, I am bound to say that In the 
matter of reducing the cost of litiga- 
tion and, indeed, the time of it, con- 
gress and the federal court have not 
set a good example. Probably. under 
the constitution it is impossible in 
the federal courts to unite suits at law 
and cases in equity in one form of 
action, as has been done in the codes 
of the states. but it certainly is pos- 
sible. to introduce a simpler form of 
procedure botn in suits in law and 
suits in equity. 

“tT conceive that the situation is now 
ripe for the appointment of a com- 
mission by congress to take up the 
question of. the law's delays in 
federal courts and to.report a system 
which shall not only secure quick and 
cheap justice to the litigants in the 
federal courts, but shall offer a model 
to the legislatures and courts of the 
states by the use of which they can 
themselves institute reforms. 


He Would Abelish Fees. 


“I would abolish altogether the sys- 
tem of payment of court officers by 
fees. The fee system may be properly 
contigued for the reimbursement of the 
public treasury by litigants specially 
interested, but the fees ought to be re- 
duced to the lowest point, and the mea- 
tive for increasing, the expense of Iliti- 
gation that arises from the payment of 
the compensation out of the fees to the 
court efficers should Be removed. I do 
not think that the delays in justice are 
due to any niggardliness on the part of 
the public in appropriating money to 
meet the expenses of administration. 
The evil Hes deeper in the system, 
which I have referred to only in a most 
summary way. 

“Of all the questions that are before 
the American people, I regard no one 
as more important than this, to-wit, 
the:improvement of the administration 
of justice. We mer make it go that 
the poor man will have &@s nearly as 
possible an opportunity in litigating as 
the rich man, and under present ag 
tions, ashamed as we may be of it, t

Futhermore it afforded me a chance 
to test every article of equipment in 
actual fleld work and, above all, after 
a hard campaign of this kind I could 
select with some chance of success the 
most likely winners for the final race 
over the circumpolar sea. 

A compact was made with the little 
men of the farthest north to push the 
venture into the boreal center. When 
it was noised about at Etha that prep- 
arations were in progress to try for 
the Pole most of the men on board 
the yacht volunteered to serve. 

Captain Bartlett, skipper of the John 
R. Bradley, said that he also would like 
to stay, but, if compelled to return, 
he required at least a cook and an 
engineer to take the -yacht back to 
Newfoundland. 

The situation was eased when the 
captain was told that but one man 
was wanted. No group of white men 
could possibly match the Eskimo in 
his own element. The willing hands 
of a tribe of 250 people were at my 
disposal» More help was not required. 

But a companion and a general over- 
seer was in demand for this post. 
Rudolph Francke was selected. An- 
notook was to be the base of opera- 
tions. 

But there is no harbor near this vil- 
lage to facilitate a rapid landing of 
supplies, and to hasten the departure 
of the yacht on her homeward run 
everything for the polar campaign 
was brought on deck while the vessel 
was still at anchor in Etah, and below 
all was prepared for the expected 
storms on the return voyage. 

F Starting for Annotook. 

Late in the evening of September EF 
the entire village of Etah was taken 
abord, the anchor was tripped and 
soon the Bradley’s bow put out of the 
of Smith Sound for Annotook. 

The night was cold and clear. bright- 
ened by the charm of color. The sun 
had just begun to dip under the north- 
ern horizon, which marks the end of 
the summer double days of splendor, 
and begins the period of storms lead- 
ing into the long night. Karly in the 
morning we were off Annotook. 

The weather was now changed. A 
strong wind came from the sea. With 
shallow water, unknown rocks and 
much ice drifting about no comfortable 
berth could be found for the yacht. If 
the overloaded decks were to be 
cleared at all it must be done quickly, 

The launch and all the dories were 
lowered and filled. Eskimo boats were 
pressed into service and loaded. The 
boats: were towed ashore. Only a few 
reached Annotook itself, for the wind 
increased and a troublesome sea made 
haste a matter of great importance. 
Things were pitched ashore anywhere 
on the rocks where a landing could 
be ‘found for the boats. 

A splendid efficiency of the launch 
proved equal to the emergency, and in 
| the course of about three hours all 
was safely put on shore in spite of 
threatening winds and forbidding 
seas.

The 
governor complained very littic, and 
displayed great hopefulness and endur- 
ance. During the day the governor 
joked frequentiv with the doctors 
about his condition. To Dr. McNiven, 
the governor said:

Pole Dispute Between 
Self and Dr. Cook. 


Admits He Accused Cook of 
Handing Public a Gold Brick, 
and Says He Will Stand by 


Charge---Movements of Whit- | 


ney Are Discussed. 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, September 
16.—Via Marconj Wireless Telegraphy 
to Cape Ray, NewfoundjJand.—Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary consented 
today to talk further concerning his 
dash to the North Pole. He dwelt par~- 
ticularly upon the observations taken 
at the apex of the world, and the move- 
ments of Harry Whitney, the sports- 
man of New Haven, Conn, who has 
been described as the bearer of records 
substantiating Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s 
Claim to have reached the North Pole 
April 21, 1906. 

“We took five observations prior to 
reaching the Pole,” Commander Peary 
said. “Two of them were made and 
worked out by the late Professor Ross 
Marvin, who prepared duplicate records 
in each case and dulv signed the du- 
Plicate certificates. To guard against 
accident, I took one set of these pa- 
pers and Professor Marvin took the 
other. ae 

“When a distance of 125 miles from 
the Pole, the third- observation was 
made by Captain Bartlett, who also 
signed the records and certificates in 
duplicate, he retaining one set and I 
the other. The fourth and fifth obser- 
vations were made by myself, the last 
being taken five miles from the Pole 
proper.” : . 

Observations at Pole. 


“Was there more than one observa- 
tion at the Pole, and by whom?” the 
explorer was asked. 

“There were several observations,” 
he replied, “and I took them all my- 
self. You must undérstand that the 
Pole is a theoretical point, without 
length, breadth or thickness. Its ac- 
tual location depends on the accuracy 
of the instruments employed and the 
conditions under which the observa- 
tions are taken.” 

“You have stated, Commander Pearv, 
that a copy of your records and polar 
observations was wrapped in a piece 
of a silk American flag and deposited 
in an ice cavity at the Pole; did any 
person witness this act?’ 

To this question Commander Peary 
declined to make any answer at pres- 
ent. 

Continuing, Peary said that Dr. Cook 
was expected by the wurld to submit 
to an impartial tribunal or board of 
arbitration a revised and authentic 
signed statement of his alleged dis- 
covery of the Pole, Dr. Cook soon 
would reach the United States, Com-} 
mander Peary said, and he was glad at 
the prospect of the matter being sub- 
mitted: for consideration at an early 
date. It should be done inside of a 
couple of weeks and when it was done. 
the commander declared, he was pre- 
pared to turn over to the board of 
arbitration, to the publie and to scien- 
tiflice bodies an array of testimonv 
which would disprove Dr. Cook’s claims 
for all time. 

That “Gold Brick” Charge. 

Continuing, the explorer said that he 
had stated in a private message to a 
friend that Dr. Cook had given the 
world a “gold brick.” This message 
had been allowed to leak out, and 
while he would have preferred a more 
elegant expression, he was willing now 
to let these words stand, because they 
were at least emphatic. The explorer 
said that he would turn over to a 
competent tribunal and the public cer- 
tified copies of his own observations. 
made on his trip to the Pole, with all 
other information bearing thereon. 

Peary does not care to exhibit these 
records at the present time, for the 
reason that the information contained 
there, if divulged in advance of the 
Placing on file of Dr. Cook’s authentic 
and definite statement, might be of ad- 
vantage to the Cook nartisans. 

It is rumored that Commander 
Peary’s brief will contain sensational] 
Statements, and that a portion of his 
document was prepared as Jong azo as 
the early months of 1908, when letters 
were received from Dr. Cook, in Green- 
land, giving notice that he intended to 
make a dash for the Pole. 

Asked how Harry Whitney 
pened to remain in the north. 
mander Peary said Whitney was one 
of a party of sportsmen who went as 
Dassengers on board the steamer Erik. 
The party included Whitney. W. Nor- 
ton, of New York; a man named Harn- 
ed and G J. Crafts, of Washington, 
who came for the purpose of taking 
magnetic observations for Dr. Bauer, | 
- the Carnegie instjtute at Washine- 
on. 
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Whitney Left Etah. 

At Etah, where it was determined 
to land a party and supplies for the 
relief of Dr. Cook, particularly in view 
of the fact that Rudolph Francke was 
being invalided home, Whitney asked 
if he might remain on the station to 
hunt walrus and polar bear jin the 
spring and make a trip to Kllesmere 
Land with Eskimos after musk oxen. 
This was decided on. 

In order to provide against the con- 
tingency of the Roosevelt not coming 
down from the north in the summer 
of 1909, in which event he would be 
obliged to remain in the Aretie for 
two vears, Mr. Whitney made arrange- 
ments for a ship to come up for him 
this. summer. 

“While I am not in a position to ~» 
into the details of the plans ip regard 
to this relief ship,’”’ Commander Peary 
continued, “I was informed by Whit- 
ney and Norton that the general pro- 
posal was that Norton should get up 
another party of sportsmen, and that 
this party, who were to be Whitney's 
friends or relatives, should pick him 
up. Whitney had no doubt as to this 
ship coming north, and when the 
Roosevelt was sighted by Eskimos at 
EKtah, August 17 last, Whitney started 
out af once.in a sail voat for the Roose- 
velt, under the impregsion that she was 
his ship. 

“As a matter of fact. the party of 
sportsmen did not materialize, but the 
relief vessel! Jeanie Was sent north to 
bring Whitney back. On her arrival, 
Whitney was transferred. from the 
Roosevelt to the Jeanie and he is now 
probablv engaged in hunting bear 
somewhere on the west side of Baffin 
bay or Davis strait.” 

Peary Does Not Kaew, 

Asked if Dr. Cook was aware that 

Whitney expected a ship and what his 
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particulars. 


said he did not know. He explained 
that Whitney might have expected his 
ship at Etah about August 15. If the: 
Jeapie had returned at once after tak- 


continued, she could hgve reached Syd- 
ney August 15 or 20 last. 

Asked how Dr. Cook had made his 
way from Etah to South Greenland, 
Commander Peary replied that he prob- 
ably traveled by dogs and sledges 
south’ and across Melville bay. 

All the members of Commander 
Peary’s party agree that the far north 
has a mysterious fascination for them, 
and they say they woyld like to go 
back. 

Professor McMillan declared today 
that the Eskimo language is not con- 
fined to a few hundred words, as he 
had been led to suppose, but that it 
probably contained a thousand words 
at least. He believes there is a great 
field here for ethnologists to determine 
where the Eskimos came from, and he 
hopes to go north again to take up 
this study. 

Japs and Eskimos Same Stock. 

Dr. Goodsell, another member of the 
expedition, is of the opinion that the 
Japanese and the Eskimos are of the 
Same raciai stock. 

The Eskimos of northern Greenland 
are the most northerly people of the 
world. They are called “Pearvy’s tribe,” 
a census taken by Professor McMillan 
shows that their numbers are increas- 
ing. Some years ago they were threat- 
ened with extinction, but now they 
number 218. When the Roosevelt left 
their shores no member of the expe- 
dition would tell them that this was 
her last visit, but they seemed to un- 
derstand this fact, inasmuch as the 
Pole had been reached, and, gathered 
on the shore, they wept at her depart- 
ure, and waved signals as long as she 
was in sight. 

The following dispatch was received 
today by Captain Bartlett. of the 
Roosevelt, from Governor Williams. of 
Newfoundland: 

“I transmit with pleasure the inclosed 
message from the earl of Crewe, gec- 
retary of state for the colonies: 

“"T congratulate Captain Bartlett 
and his men on their safe return from 
the arduous enterprise in which they. 
as Newfoundlanders, have taken s0 
important a part. SREW E..”” 

Bartlett Wants to Go South. 

Captain Bartlett intends to go to 
Cornell university to study civil engi- 
neering. He displayed the flag of New- 
foundland at 87.53 north latitude, and 
he enjoys the distinction of having been 
nearer the North Pole than any other 
white man of the party except Com- 
mander Peary. 

Bartlett would like to go to the 
South Pole. “I believe,” he said today, 
“that the application of Peary’s meth- 
ods would produce the best results in 
the Antarctic. 

“The last observation, other’ than 
those taken by the commander him- 
self, was made by me,” said Captain 
Bartlett. “After parting company with 
Peary I did not immediately turn back, 
but kept onward for six miles, to al- 
low for the ice movement and to make 
sure that I really had obtained the 
British record.” 

Asked at what point farthest north 
he had seen the Bible, Captain Bart- 
lett said that there may have been a 
copy on the Roosevelt, but divine ser- 
vice was not held on board. No mis- 
sionaries were among the North Green- 
land tribes who, he said, have never 
been Christianized and never heard of 
a Bible. 

There are two voung foxes on the 
Roosevelt, which is filled with stuffed 
birds, heads and horns and other 
trophies, One of the Eskimo dogs which 
went to the Pole with Peary is being 
taken to the United States for breeg- 
ing purposes. 

NEGROES WILL GIVE BANQUET 
TO PEARY’S NEGRO COMRADE 


New York, September 16.—Matthew

PREACHER |S HELD 
FOR ABDUCTING GIRL 


Girl Is Also Being Held 
by Authorities. 


Rev. Wallace Stuckey Deserts 
Family for 16-Year-Old Lo- 
-rena Sutherland--Girl Bleach- 
ed Hair for a Disguise. 


Waukegan, Ml., September 16.—Rev. 
Wallace, M. Stuckey, pastor of the Chris- 
tian chureh of Williamsburg, Kae., 
and editor of The Willlamsburg Star, 
is confined in the county jail on the 
charge of having abducted Lorena 
Sutherland, 16-year-old daughter of a 
wealthy farmer of Williamsburg, from 
her home. The girl, originally a bru- 
pnette, but now a bionde, also is in ¢us- 
today. She will be returned to her 
parents, and be used as a witness 
against the accused preacher. 

In every principal feature the case 
is like that of Rev. Jere Knode Cooke, 
pastor of St. George’s Episcopal church, 
Long Island, N. Y., who deserted his 
wife and children and fled to San 
Francisco with Loretta Whaley. 

The accused preacher, who had been 
pastor of the Williamsburg ehurch 
for six months, disappeared from 
Williamsburg on July 12, last, 
deserting his wife and four 
young children. Two weeks later the 
Sutherland girl disappeared, and it is 
now known that she joined Stuckey in 
Chicago. 

The girl bleached her hair in the 
effort to disguise herself. 

The first of her troubles occurred 
when Stuckey was struck by a Chicago 
street car and suffered the fracture of 
three ribs. When he recovered from 
this injury he found that he and his 
child companion had been reduced to 
the point of starvation. 

Stuckey tried plaVing a cornet at a 
cheap Chicago theater, and then came 
to Waukegan to work tn a brass fouh- 
dry. He brought Miss Sutherland with 
him, introducing her as his daughter 
and calling himself Mr. Morgan. The 
relations of the “father’’ “daugh- 
ter’’ aroused suspicion, Sheriff 
Griffin arrested the pair. 


MARSHAL DENIES

CAMPAIGN IS STARTED 
TO DISFRANCHISE NEGRO 


Meeting Held at Baltimore to 
Amend Constitution of 
Maryland. 


Baltimore, September 16.—The cam- 
paign on @*he question of the adoption 
of an amendment of the state constitu- 
tion, which is designed to disfranchise 
a large number of negro voters, was 
formally opened tonight at a democrat- 
ic mass meeting at the Lyric. 

National interest h@s been aroused 
because of the denunciation of the pro- 
posed amendment by President Taft, 
who has characterized it as a “viola- 
tion of the spirit of the fifteenth 
amendment,” and because of the decla- 
ration by republican leaders in the 
state that the supreme court of the 
United States will be asked to pass 
upon its validity should it be adopted 
at the election next November. The 
supreme court has never passed upon 
the so-called ‘‘grandfather clause,”’ 
which is embodied in the amendment, 
and which ‘has had the effect of dis- 
franchising negroes in several of the 
southern states. 

Addresses in favor of the adoption of 
the amendment were delivered by Gov- 
ernor A. L. Crothers and United States 
Senator Isador Rayner.

The presence of George W. Perkins ‘and J. P. Morgan, Jr., on the board 
of directors of the National City Bank can have no other meaning than the 
creation of an active, working alliance between these dominant groups in 
the American financial world. 

No further explanation is needed of. the strong tone of the stock mar- 
ket following the news of Harriman’s death. Wall street was prepared for 
it. An invincible defense had been formed to meet any crisis. 

The market has been strong despite several adverse conditions, of which 
this was considered the most disturbirg. 

Mr. -Aorgan has been buying Union Pacific heavily and yesterday’s news 
dispatches contained the announcement that “the Harriman Pacifics moved 
upward again in compliance with varying reports of the future plang of 
the successors to the financier’s power,’’ The end of costly wars will make 
for larger d‘vidends, even if they throttle competition.

A DELVER INTO THE DISTANT FUTURE. 


President James J. Hill, of the Great Northern, is in the way of acquir- 
ing the reputation of a visionary. 

It Has not b2en so very long since he predicted, in the course of a few 
centuries or so, the exhaustion of our coal fields, iron mines and other 
great natural resources. : 

His speech—i. was a speech, if we recollect aright—foretold dire calam- 
ity when the earth should, refuse further to yield these essentials of exist- 
ence. : 

All of which was very interesting and, perhaps, .crved the purpose of 
making men stop and think that there is, after all, something important 
about the far future. 

But there is n> problem yet whith human ingenuity has not solved and 
met, and the picture was too much dimmed by distance to make the ‘‘moth- 
er of invention’’ quail before it. 

Now Mr. Hill gives us a new prophetic warning—the lure of the city 
and its possible or probable effect upon agricultural production. 

Here is the way he put it before the American bankers, at their meet- 
ing in Chicago: 


The idea that we feed the world is being corrected and unless we 
can increase the agricultural population and their product, the qués- 
tion of a source of food supply at home will soon supersede the aues- 
tion of a market abroad. 


Foundation for this assertion Mr. Hill finds in the ‘‘increased tendency 
of the rural population to forsake the fields and agricultural pursuits for 
city life,’’ and in corroboration of it he cites decreased value of farm lands 
in certain western states. 

But in this instance Mr. Hill’s forewarning is borne out neither by ‘he 
figures nor the facts. He appears to have based his prediction too much 
upon local conditions. If western farm lands are falling in price, those of 
the south are rapidly enhancing, often doubling in value. 

That the a>ricultural population of the United States will continue to 
produce all that there is a demand for at profitable ,rices is a proposition 
too axiomatic to need elaboration. 

No allurement of city life is going to let substantial and waiting profits 
go a-begging. 

Like the rise and fall of the tides, conditions may for a time carry a 
certain percentage of rural population cityward; but in a demand backed 
by the cash, for products of the sail, there is a call that will surely be an- 
swered. > 

But figures speak more forcibly than economic speculation. 

In 1908 the farm value of all products grown in the United States, ac- 
cording to the department of agriculture, was $7,778,000,000, the top record 
in all the country’s history. 

That was an increase of $290,000,000 over the farm value of products for 
1907: an increase of $1,023,000,000 over the value of those of 1906, and an 
increase of $3,061,000,000 over the census farm values of 1895. 

There is no indication in these figures that our agricultural production 
is slackening its pace. 

It is true our exports of foodstuffs for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1909, were somewhat under those of the year preceding; but these fluctu- 
ate with conditions both at home and abroad, and it may be pointed out that 
the 1908 exports were excessively heavy and far ahead of those of 1907. 

Considering wheat alone, exports leaped from $60,214,388 in 1907 to $99.- 
700,000 in 1908, going back in 1909 to $68,000,000, a figure still considerahly 
in advance of 1907 foreign shipments. 

Similar comparisons might be made of other agricultural products, in- 
dicating that following the abnormal foreign demand of 1908 we are get- 
ting back to our steady percentage of increase over what is ordinarily 
normal. 

President Hill is an exceptional and far-sighted business man, of proven 
keenness and ability; but also, in this instance, at least, he has developed 
a tendency toward the visionary. 

The problem of life goes inevitably back to the scil and people every- 
where will keep on paying the price which it exacts, tc the end of time 

America will continue to supply her quota of agricultural products both 
at home and abroad, and in increasing ratio, just to the extent that the de- 
mand for them, accompanied by the cash, makes the labor worthy of the 
hire.

HALLEY’S COMET ON THE WAY. 


Ever since the announcement of the discovery a few days ago of Hal- 
ley’s comet, whose return has been eagerly watched for by astronomers 
all over the world, by Professor Wolff, of Heidelburg, we have been ex- 
pecting the assertion from some rival that Professor Wolff did not discover 
it at all and that he has handed the world '‘‘a gold brick.’’ 

But perhaps the same rivalries and the same ethics do not prevail in 
the field of astronomy as have been witnessed and said to govern in that 
of North Pole hunting. 

Then, again, evidence of the discovery of a comet does not rest upon 
the testimony of Eskimo or negro attendants; any adept in the handling 
of a telescope can confirm. the observations upon which the announcement 
is based. 

Perhaps Professor Wolff made a mistakc in fajling to ‘‘nail’’ the Ger- 
man flag to his discovery, or at least in neglecting to bury in it a brass 
tube containing the German colors. 

England's prior claim, however, based upon HaLey’s discovery of the 
periodic return of this celestial rover every three-quarters of a century 
or so, might have had something to do with his failure to annex it to the 
German empire. 3 

Then, too, rejations between England and Germany are already strained, 
and it might be possible for some smaller spark than a long-tailed comet 
to light the sagebrush. 

Professor Halley, following up Newton’s theory of gravitation, which 
included the suggestion that comets belong to the solar system, traveling 
about the sun in elliptic or parabolic orbits, made the prediction that this 
particular comet did follow an ellipse, returning to the neighborhood of the 
sun about once in seventy-five or seventy-six years. Though he could not 
hope to live to see it return, he predicted before his death, in 1742, that 
it would come back “about the year 1758.’’ It came in 1759, the slight delay 
being ascribed to planetary attraction, and it hag since been known as 
Halley ’s comet.

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BRANTLEY PLEADS 
FORMER JEOPARDY 
Attorney Cooper Will Carry 


Murder Case to the United 
States Supreme Court. 


Attorney John R. Cooper. of Macon. 
has secured from Chief Justice Fish 
of the state supreme court a certified 
bill of exceptions fo the supreme court 
of the United States in the case of Sol- 
omon Brantley, of Washington county, 
and will ask the Washington. Pp. nas 
court to pass on the questien of former 
jeopardy in Brantley’s case. 

Brantley was tried for murder in 
Washington superior --urt and con- 
victed of voluntary manslaughter. The 


court of appeals gave him a new trial. 
Attorney Cooper then made the point 


‘in the lower court that Brantley could 


not again be tried for murder, but 
could be tried only for voluntary man- 
slaughter, the offense of which he was 
first convicted. The court overruled 
this point, grdered the prisoner to 
trial and a verdict of murder was 
brought in. This verdict was recentiv 
upheld by the state supreme court, and 
from this Attorney Cooper now appeals 
to Washington. 

A similar point was raised some time 
ago by Attorney Cooper in a case from 
Decatur county, and carried to the su- 
preme court of the United States, but 
owing to the fact that the point had 
not been raised in the trial court. the 
Washington court decline: to entertain 
the appeal.

COURT'S. DECISION 
ON VETS’ LICENSE 


, 


Confederate Veterans 
With Free License Must 
Conform to City Laws 


Judge Ellis yesterday ruled that con- 
federate veterans operating near beer 
saloons without having secured a per- 
mit from the city are liable to fine, 
notwithstanding the fact that they are 
not required to pay a license. He held 
In brief that a confederate veteran 
must conform to the rules and regula- 
ttons governing all other applicants 
for permits to run near beer saloons, 
with the exception of paying the li- 
cense. 

The case in which 
made was that of W. W. McNinch, who 
was several months ago fined by Re- 
corder Broyles for operating a near 
beer saloon without a permit. Mc- 
Ninch’s defense was that, as he was a 
confederate veteran, he could operate 
without a paid license or permit» The 
recorder ruled differentiv. whereupon 
McNinch appealed: Judge Ellis upheld 
the recorder’s decision. 

In brief, Judge Ellis ruled that all 
persons desiring to operate near beer 
saloons must register and obtain a per- 
mit. He held, however, that it is not 
within the power of the municipality to 
refuse to a confederate veteran a per- 
mit, provided he wishes to conduct his 
buainess at a proper place. This can- 
not be construed, however, to give vet- 
erans the right to conduct such a bus- 
iness anywhere they may see fit. For, 
if it was so construed, this would give 
them the right to run a saloon next to 
a church, school house or in other 
places which would work to the 4etri- 
ment of the community. 

A confederate veteran, ruled the 
court, must qualify in every respect as 
an ordinary citizen, save tn the pay- 
ment of a license. In case a permit 
was refused a veteran solely on the 
grounds of nonpayment of license, the 
court ruled that should the veteran do 
business in spite -f this refusal, he 
—" not be amenaible to arrest or 
ine.

EXCITED ADVANCE 
MADE BY COTTON 


Afterwards There Was a Re- 
action and Market Closed 
Steady at Net Gain. 


New York, September 16.—There 
were violent fluctuations in the cotton 
market today, an excited advance 
being followed by a sharp reaction in 
the late trading, with the close barely 
Steady at a net gain of only 2@9 
points. . 

The market opened barely steady at 
an advance of 11 points on September 
and 2@6 points on other months, in 
response to firm cables, but quickly 
reacted to a shade under the closing 
figures of last night, under bear press- 
ure and realizing. At first, there was 
no sign of the aggressive buying noted 


On the previous day, but there was a 
good demand from large spot houses, 
and, as the market failed to develop 


weakness, some of the early sellers 
turned for cover, sustaining prices 
until the early afternoon, when active 
bull support developed and the market 
suddenly became strong and excited 
on rumors of a private condition re- 
port, showing a deterioration of 6 per 
cent since the latter part of August. 
The advance was also encouraged by 
reports of steady southern markets, 
favorable accounts of the goods trade, 
and apprehensions that the gulf storm 
reported to be heading toward the west 
coast of Florida might be the forerun- 
ner of heavy equinoctial rains on open 
cotton. Trading was exceedingly active 
on the advance, large blocks changing 
hands, with rumors circulating that the 
prominent bear interest was covering. 
The private condition report mentioned 
met expectations as to deterioration. 
but the advance was checked around 
12.69c for December and 12.64c for 
January and the market later weak- 
ened under a bear raid which was in- 
augurated by the offer of a prominent 
broker to sell 256,000 bales of January 
to 12.60c. The close was 11 or 12 
points off from the top. Southern spot 
markets officially reported, were un- 
changed to ‘4c net higher. 

Estimated receipts at the ports to- 
ay, 37,000 bales, against 20,794 last 
week and 35,269 last year. For the 
week, 160,000 bales, against 151,822 
last week and 213,882 last year. To- 
day’s receipts at New Orleans, 3,311 
bales, against 2,816 last year and at

last year. . '
